Pa  ait  Biwiers.  —The  sewers  of  Paris  d<^ 
serve  to  rank  among  the  wonders  of  the 
world.  They  sre  traversed  through  a  great 
portion  of  their  extent  by  railways  and 
are  os  free  from  unpleasant  odors  as  the 
street-  abiive  them.  Passage  through  the 
remaining  portion  is  effected  by  mean*  ol 
bontfl,  Alon^  these  magnificent  sewers  ar# 
carried  tbe  wires  of  the  telegraph,  a*  well 
as  the  pneumatic  tubes  tar  the  transmission 
of  small  packages  by  Atmospheric  press¬ 
ure.  The  stream  of  water  passing  through 
the  main  sewer  is  m  swift  that  not  a  bit  of 
anything  is  seen  floating  along.  They  are 
kept  free  from  any  amount  of  sewage  de¬ 
posit  by  means  of  peculiarly  constructed 
l jargra*  each  of  which  doe*  the  work  of  an 
hundred  man.  The  smaller  ones  are  kept 
dean  bp  hand,  six  hundred  and  thirty  men 
being  employed  for  the  purpose,  whose  ten¬ 
ure  of  life,  altar  they  enter  tbe  rawer*, 
rarely  exceeds  fifteen  years.  It  is  by  such 
a  perfect  system  of  sewaroge  that  Paris  has 
earned  the  title  of  being  the  cteancst  city 
In  the  world.  All  the  solid  matter  Is  util 
iaed  and  made  ta  pays  revenue  to  the  city 
lirgtttj  exceeding  the  interest  on  the  origi¬ 
nal  coet  of  the  sowers. 


The  route  of  the  new  up  town 
town  railroad,  the  rails  of  which  are  now 
being  laid,  is  from  the  foot  of  Christ  opber 
street,  up  through  Greenwich  street  to 
West  Eleventh,  from  there  ta  Seventh  ave¬ 
nue,  then  through  Fourteenth  street  to 
Broadway,  through  Seventeenth  street  to 
Avenue  A.,  then  up  thij  avenue  and 
through  Twenty-third  street  ta  the  £sst 
River,  Through  Seventeenth  street  there 
ia  only  a  single  track,  and  cars  in  returning 
pass  through  Eighteenth  street.

£h*  may  now,  with  ctwamcudable  pftdra 
speak  of  her  seventeen  magnificent  school 
buildings,  valued  at  $087,000— of  ber 
sell  oof  population  of  10,180,  and  of  her  130 
competent  teachers.  The  Central  Library, 
which  was  established  in  1831,  aud  then 
numbered  179  volumes,  has,  like  the 
schools,  been  carefully  fostered  until  it  now 
numbers  15M33  volumes,  from  which 
010  loans  were  made  to  the  reading  popu¬ 
lace  of  the  city  last  year. 

At  the  time  the  war  of  the  rebellion 
broke  out,  there  was  no  bunting  mauuf&c* 
tured  in  this  country,  and  during  the  war 
the  English  manufacturers,  knowing  that 
we  must  have  it,  ran  the  price  ot  is  up  to 
430  per  yard.
